TURE ON THE WAR PRESIDENT. 


Bow the Great Southerner Came to Write 


His Lecture and What He Learned by 
Looking Up the Facts of His Subject. 
News to tho Reporter. . 


That a southern inaa, honorably iden- 


tified with the Confederacy and withal 
n Democrat of national character and 
standing, should select Abraham Lin- 
coln us the sjabject for a popular lecture 
wns in itsojf stTfacieutly.anomalous, but 
that tho result of such au enterprise 
(should be t'mjueutly successful, drawing" 
great and enthusiastic audiences, no less 
in the south than iu the north, was, to 
fcay tho least of it, surprising, and, as 
Mr. Watterson had declined to talk 
politics, a reporter of Tho Times-Dem- 
ocrat asked him how he came to aban- 
don the very interesting party warfare 
of tho pcwod to plow in what upon' Uio 
surface seemed so unpromising a field. 


"The 
discourse upon Abraham Lin- 


coln," euid Mr. Watterson, "was the 
offspring of a few chance words of mine 
tised in characterizing Mr. Lincoln as 'a 
man inspired of God.' I was taken to 
task for this and put upon my defense. 
Knowing less then than I know now of 
Mr. Lincoln. I naturally fell back upon 
the superficial aspects of his life, cm- 
bodying tho career of a man who lacked 
all opportunity to prepare himself for 
tho great estate to which—late in life, 
without name or fame or official train- 
ing—he had been called, plucked as it 
were by n caprice of fortune from ob- 
scurity, and tit a supremo moment ele- 


atod to supreme command. 
I must 


lave mado out my case—or at any rate 
:ho Lincoln Memorial association of 
Chicago thought so—for they invited 
ine to deliver an address upon the great 
war president on tho next celebration 
of his birthday at tho Auditorium iu 
hot city. This was not then possible, 
but a year or two later I yielded to their 
wishes. 
Thero followed so many calls 


or its repetition iu the form of a lec- 
uro that iu the end I found that I had

5e question of the right of County 


Commissioners to employ special coun- 
sel when the District Attorney is pre- 
pared to attend to the business has 
fceen decided in the negative at Fresno, 
California. The Supervisors engaged 
C. C. Merriam at a salary of $125 per 
month to advise the board in the work 
of rebuilding the courthouse, which 
bad been destroyed by fire. District 
Attorney Snow, instead of advocating 
the claim of the special counsel, ob- 
jected, and Merriam brought suit in 
the Superior Court for the fee allowed 
him by the board. Judfre Webb de- 
cided that the board acted without 
authority of law, and Special Counsel 
jVIerriam lost his case. 


An Act of the Legislature of Nevada, 


approved February 19, 1867, provides 
that in letting all contracts of any and 
every kind, character and description 
whatever, where the contract in the 
aggregate amounts to $500 or more, the 
County Commissioners shall advertise 
such contract or contrasts to be let, 
stating 
tbs 
nature 
and* character 


thereof. All such contracts shall be 
let to the lowest responsible bidder. 


A contract has been lat ia this county 


to special counsel at $1,000 in opeu 
violation of the Statute. Yet, if wo 
understand the District Attorney, he 
not only approres but defends tLe 
illegal proceeding and defiantly chal- 
lenges the editor of this paper "to 
point to a single fact or circumstance 
discreditable to any county official." 
While the letting of such a contract 
may not in the opinion of the Distinct 
Attorney ba discreditable it dues not 
require special counsel to shew that it 
ia a palpable violation of the law, uoi 
is this the only violation of the Statute 
referred to above by the Board of Com- 
missioners, and as the District At- 
tornej.who is a respectable gentleman, 
has allowed himself to be placed in the 
absurd position of defending such ille- 
gal acts, the inference is that he is con- 
trolled by evil influences.

His advanced age of 82 years, though, 
is liable to militate against his aspira- 
tions. Senator Butler declares him- 
self out of the race, inasmuch as he 
has not within three years reached the 
constitutional age to become President 
of the United States. This would leave 
Senator Allen the solitary candidate. 
It is not worth while, however, to deal 
with probabilities in that line at this 
early stage, and it is well to wait until 
near the time of the holding of the 
national conventions.

QUESTIONS. 


TARIFF 


The gold men of both parties in Con- 


gress are endeavoring to bring the 
tariff question to the front and rele- 
gate the financial question to the back 
seats. With this object in view the 
Republican gold men 
advocate the 


passage of the Dingley bill, which is a 
cross between a protective tariff and a 
cariff for revenue, and the Democratic 
gold men oppose it. It seems to be 
understood; that President Cleveland 
would veto the bill if passed by both 
Houses of Congress and that, they 
think, would make the tariff question 
the principal issue in the Presidential 
campaign as it was in 1892. The silver 
men of all parties propose to block the 
little game of the gold men by attach- 
ing a silver amendment to the Dingley 
bill in the Senate as they did to the 
House Bond bill. This will bring the 
financial question to the front side by 
side with the tariff. The Populists in 
caucus decided to vote for a free coin- 
age amendment to the Tariff and Bond 
bill«. The silver Democrats and Ee- 
publicans co-operate with the Popu- 
lists so that it is probable that the gold- 
bug scheme will not be consummated. 


TUKKISH ATROCITIES. 


Later and more reliable reports from 


Armenia state that in the provinces of 
Harpoot and Diabeker 176 towns and 
villages, containing 8,050 Armenian 
houses, were burned by the Turks and 
Kurds. The Armenians in these towns 
and 
villages numbered 
92,000, of 


whom 15,845 were slaughtered. 
The 


French Ambassador at Constantinople 
estimates the total number of Armen- 
ians killed at 50,000.

The Nevada Fisli Hatchery is running 


up to Us greuteot rapacih 
The tanks 


are all full and the eggs are just be- 
ginning to hatch. This 's a most in- 
teresting operation and well i~p ij« the 
time taken to \vHno'js it. Tha littlo 
fish is seen from the time his eyes cau 
be seen inside the shell, through the 
different stages, v. hen he is tiauspareut 
and his little heart can be seen beating, 
to the time he develops into a mi nature 
trout with all the dignity that attends 
an opaque skin. 


There are now in the tanks 800,000 


Eastern Bronk trout and 50,000 Maki- 
naw trout. The last were received 
Sunday from the United States Hatch- 
ery in Minnesota, and in a laige lake 
like Tahoe will attain a weight of from 
60 to 70 pounds. Those egga came 
packed in small canvas trays, packed 
in moss and ice, and of the entire 50,000 
only 39 were lost by the five days in 
transit. 


Some of these trout were put in Lake 


Tahoe, in the vicinity of Bijou, several 
years ago and also in the Hobart dam. 


Those that are now hatching are pro- 


vided by nature with what food they 
will need for a month, at the end of 
which time feeding will commence. 


In the spring 125,000 of the Cali- 


fornia Rainbow trout will 
be re- 


ceived and 50,000 Eastern Rainbow 
for the Elko Hatchery. Also a num- 
ber of the spawn now on hand here 
will be transferred to relieve the tanks. 
The appropriation for the Elko Hatch- 
ery was only $1,000 and it took all this 
to put up the building, bat the citizens 
raised money enough, by subscription, 
to carry on the work. 


An interesting fact is that according 


to the money expended Nevada hatch- 
eries, may be safely said to produce 
more fish at less cost than any similar 
institutions in the world.— News.
